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LECTURE  1  -  INTRODUCTION  TO  COURSE 
AND  FIRST  LECTURE  ON  COPYRIGHT 


The  materials  attached  for  this,  the  first  day,  consist  of  the  Canadian  Copyright  Act,  a 
publication  related  to  the  Canadian  Copyright  Act  and  an  article  highlighting  the  principle  features  of 
the  US  Copyright  Act. 

While  part  of  today’s  lecture  will  be  devoted  simply  to  outlining  where  this  course  is  headed,  a 
substantial  portion  will  be  devoted  to  basic  principles  which  are  required  for  anv  course  of  this 
nature. 


This  years’  materials  have  been  substantiallv  reworked.  Those  of  you  familiar  with  the  course 
from  past  years  will  note  some  significant  changes.  In  the  first  place,  the  Sports  Law  component  has 
been  reduced  from  7  lectures  to  3.  We  have  expanded  the  copyright  portion  from  1  to  2;  the  film 
and  television  section  from  2  to  3;  and  the  music  component  from  1  to  3.  Book  publishing  is 
reduced  to  1/2  session,  theater  is  gone.  New  this  year  is  a  section  on  the  internet  and  multimedia,  a 
panel  focusing  on  misappropriation  of  personality,  together  with  a  guest  appearance  from  Professor 
Paul  Halpern  who  teaches  the  Art  of  the  Deal  course  in  the  Joint  MBA/LL. B  programme. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  practical  significant  to  the  lectures  and  to  tighten  up  the 
materials.  That  said,  I  view  the  course  as  something  of  a  work  in  progress.  Some  materials  were  not 
available  as  of  the  time  of  printing  and  will  be  provided  during  the  course  of  the  semester. 

The  marking  scheme  has  also  changed.  The  course  requires  the  following:  One  research 
paper  (65%),  classroom  participation  (10%)  and  5  “Think  Pieces”  (5%  each).  A  note  on  the  Think 
Pieces.  You  will  be  asked  for  5  short  papers  (each  3  to  5  pages  in  length)  that  will  focus  on  a 
particular  lecture’s  readings.  There  are  no  stipulations  regarding  the  content  except  that  the  papers 
must  consider  an  aspect  of  the  readings  that  is  of  interest  to  you.  Think  Pieces  may  not  be  submitted 
for  either  of  the  two  copyright  lectures.
